BACKOROUND 

MAR^L waa bom at Livno# Yugoslavia November 27« 
1909* In he waa arrested In Yugoslavia for trade union 
agitation* At this time he was a Social Demoorat# but was 
not a CoBBniniat* He waa sentenced to five years imprisonment 
by the Yugoslav Ooyemmant, He served two yeara of this 
sentence and was in Jail In 1926 and 1927* He was arrested 
in 1926 at the same time as AIBK5ANDAR RANKOVXC# now 
Minister of the Interior and In charge of the Yugoslav 
Police* MARKUL became aoquaintf.d with RANKOVIC as they 
spent about a week together in the ssbm cell after being 
arreated* In 1930 MARKUL went to Russia and obtained 
enployment there# and soon was arrested by the Russian 
Police in 1930 for failure to meet his work quota* There 
he resmined in Jail in Russia until 1933* Re escaped from 
Jail In 1933 and made his way to Finland* He was arrested, 
by the Finnish police# turned over to the Russian police# 
and then shipped to Liberia near Lake Baikal* After ten 
days he escaped again and made his way to Manchuria* From 
Harbin# Manchuria he went to shanghai# China* From 
Shanghai he took a boat to Hamburg# Germany* After 
arriving in Germany he was placed in a detention but 

he was released and went to Antwerp# Belgium* He met the 
Yugoslav Consul therm# who arranged for him to obtain 
employment on a Yugoslav boat* He worked on thla boat for only 
about a year because of poor pay and bad working oonditiona. 

He then went to Oermsny# and from there be took a Swedish 
boat to Bordeaux# France. This was In the winter of 1934* 

He then went to Spain and became a stowaway on a boat* After 
landing on thw northern part of Spain# he was tum^ over to 
the police end spent 21 days in Jail. He was trsnsportsd 
then to the French Border in 1933 end went to Belgium* On 
Nay 7# 1936 , he beosne a stowaway and came to the united 
States# lending in N#v fork* Us came on the Koniasburg# 
which is s oemsn ship. He went to Chicago# staying there 
imtil 1942* Froal942 to 1945 he served In the unltM States 
Army and was discharged at Harysvlllt# cellfomla# and he 
returned to Chicago* in 1947 he came to Los Angeles and 
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worlc4d as a tool and die iforker* Xn Ptbruary, 1955# be bought 
the reataurant uhloh ho now owna and operates* He was natural* 
iced as a Uhited States oltizen Maroh l4» 1955* Re served In 
the united States Amy froa October 9, 19^2 to Hovember 30# 19^4, 
when be was hpAorably dlsoharged as a oorporal* His wife la 
I HQRID jXIKyKARK UL* Who Is enployed as a laboratory teohnloian 
at^e LOS Angeies county Hospital . She Is a native bom 
Aaerloan oltizen. 

ACTivrriBs 

KARXUL vialted Yugoslavia In 1953 *^ith his wife IKORIO 
and stayed there five weeks* His father and three sisters live 
In Yugoslavia# and he desired to visit them# espeoially slnoe his 
father Is 86 years old* During .this visit he met Rarshal TITO 
and also talked with AUQU/NDAffifimpno# Minister of_Iitt 9 rlor and 
In charge of thej^woslaXTbHpa* MARXOL advtsea tfvat It appeared 
ttrhlM'tnst^nMSISDfSri^ Is the real ruler of Yugoslavia. 

He also stated that he feels that TITO Is secretly working with 
the USSR and has been all along* While In Yugoslavia he also saw 
former Ambassador to the united States KOSANOVIC# and was Invited 
to his hotse; however# nothing of ijsportanoe happened on his visit 
to KOSAHOyiC* 

In .1954 KARKUIi attended a reoeptlon In Lot Angeles 
for the former Aabaseedor to the united States, P0P07IC* NARKUL 
met a iifiSAiKOflOTi c* former Yugoslav Consul assigned to san 
yrenolioo.1 MAHJCUL met him In 1953 at the Yugoslav Consulate In 
sen Franolsco# at which tlae he dlaoussed hie proposed trip to 
yuaoslevla* since then he has seen X03UTIC several tlMa. In 
July# 1954# KOSUriC and Vugoelev nemMul nenepyl B|Ui nCO|iCARADJ OLg 
Visited toe Angeles. MARKUL and his wife drove tb"H^ J6hazia*n 
Club in Los Angelea and picked up KARADJOLB and XOSUTIC and all 
went to dinner at the Hlokodell Reataurant In Hollywood* At 
this tlae they dlsouased natters oonoemlng the Aaerloan^Yugoelav 
Civic Club* HARiCUL was eeoretary of this club in July# 195(* 















T-2, i«ho has fumlBhad rallable Information in tho 
pastj on Pabruax7 26, 1955 adviaed that BHANKO KARADJOIB, 
yugoaXav Conaul Oanoral* haa betn engagad In Intalllgence 
aotivitlaa for the Yugoslav ooverhment. 

T-3« Mho has furnished reliable information in the 
paat» on January Q, 1954 advised the American-yugoslav Civic 
Club Mae formed in November^ 1953 in los Angelea^at the insti- 
gation of former Yugoslav consul Oenerali RA pqff ^yA^c arrc . T-3 

also stated that this olub ia pro-TIT0| and it was formed to 
proobote pro-TITO affairs and policies. 

On September 21f 1954, T*1 adviaed that former consul 
General BA?0 IVANCEVIC was engaged in intelligence aotivities 
for the Yugoslav Government. 

In July,. 1954, while KARADJOLJS and K03UTIC were visit- 
ing in Loa Angeles, KAHKUli drove them to the Ambassador Hotel 
and entertained them, and recalls that he paid a bill of A26 
or ^28. Ha remarked that he could not afford this type or 
entertainment and that he told KAHA0JOLE he would not do it 
again. KARXUL claimed that he has had no contact with Yugoslav 
officials since this time. 

On April 20, 1955i MARKUl oame to the Los Angeles 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and stated 
that he desired to furnish additional information oonoemlng 
Marshal TITO, which information he believed was of great 
interest to the United States Government. Ke stated that 
he had oonsidered giving this information to the United 
States State Department, but he had not done so because he 
felt he would not be believed. MAAXUL gave the following 
infbnsstipn on April 20, 1955 1 

in MAHKUL's opinion, Karsoal TITO is not the real 
JOS IP BROZ TITO, but he Is a Russian agent who was substi- 
tuted by the soviet oovemisent for J03IP BROZ In 1937, at 
which time the real JOSIP BROZ disappeared in Russia and 
ia believed dead. When MAKXUL visited TITO in 1953# he 
obeerved that TITO had five fingers on each hand, whereas 
tha real JOSIP BROZ TITO had two fingers missing,, the middle 
and forefinger of the left hand. The real JOSIP BROZ did 
not play the piano whereas Marshal TITO plajred the piano 
well. The real JOSIP BROZ was about 5'11** in height, and 
the present TITO is 5'4" or 5*5“- The real JOSIP BROZ was 
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not wall oduoitad, and hid a differ ant mannar in apaaking 
^om presant Karihal OTTO, lha real JOSTP 5R0Z bad 
fcubaroulosit and waa thin* Ha dlaappaarad in 1937 whan ha 
was in Ruasia* and aooording to MARKUt* has not boon aaan 
slnoa and is balievad daad* Iha praaant Karihal TTIO 
appaara to ba wall aduoatad.and ha a po aka with a Ruaaian 
aeoant* HARXUL laid ha had aaan the real JOSTP BROZ in 
1928 and again in 1936* Ho laat a aw hln in 193d in parla# 
Pranoa in January or Pebruarj* 

After talking with Karihal IT TO in Tugoalavia 
In 1953 # hi Tlaitad wih, ALEK3AHDAR RAHKOVTC, the praaant 
Hiniatar of Intarior« and talked with hin for about four 
houra* KARKT7L aaid that ba was an old aoquaintanoa of 
HAHKOnO and ao ba oould talk fraaly with him* Ha told 
RAHXDVTO that the praaant TTTO ia an impostor and that ha 
knaw it and RAMKOVIC thin told him not to talk about thii 
matter but to anjop his rlsit and not to oonoarn himself 
with things that ware none- of his business* RANKOVXO told 
him not to talk about this natter^ and ho then offered his 
oard to KAHXUL and told him to show it only if ha got 
into troublei bowavtri HARK0L refuaed to aooa^^ it* 

HARKlT^an risitad bio sister, A 
(now^s; BORTIf^RXC) in Zagreb* Yugoslav! si* ^a ^plainad 
that both his sister and bis listar^s husband* BO TnayqOR TO . 
are dootors* During this visit to Hrs» BOR7S OORIo ana 
bar husband, ha was asked to attend another reception for 
TTTO at Zagrebi and ha did so* 



visiting TITO the seoond tine, h» again conferred with 
ALSKSAKDAR RAfncOVXC for two hours* RAHKOPrc did not ask 
him about hlaielf but asked him about AH PRgTmjuyoV IC , 
former Minister of Justloe, whc<a the fugos lav doverment 
is trying to extradite from the United RUtes to stand 
trial in Yugoslavia for alleged war orimes* RAHKOVIO said 
hs oould not understand why the Ameriotn Oovernaent allowed 
ARTincOVXC to rsmain in the united states, and KARJCUL said 
the Ansrioan Oovernment gives the aooused a fair trial. 
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wtiioh Is not tbs case In Yugoalavia. HAHr.UL said that 
at tbs aaoond raosptlon he attended for Karshal IT 10 
there wire about people present, and he observed 
present a^ thls reoeptlon a Yugoslav fron £,os Angeles 
named HA MKOVACEV ICi a Los Angeles real estate dealer who 
Is prominent In Yugoslav olroles* . I^KUL also saw at this 
reoopjtlon an old man from Clevalandi Ohio, oallad 
and who Is active In some organlaatlon known as the 

Aftor this rooeptlon uas over and ha returned 
to his slater's bona In Ta^rebi hls sister, Mrs* CORIC/- 
asked him what ho thought about Karshal IT TO and when be 
explained to then his Idea that TT TO Is an impostor, his 
sister said that she and her husband oonour in his belief 
and that many people bavo the sane notion* They went on 
to state that when Marshal 1TTJ talked on the radio some 
f5ve or a lx yeara ago, they noticed that be had a Russian 
aooent, and that his voloe was different fron that of 
J03TP BROZ, who they stated disappeared in 1937# MARKTO's 
father worked in the same town with JOSTP 3R0Z, who wao 
a machinist, and his father stated that the present 17 TO 
Is not identical with the J03IP BROZ who was secretary 
of the CP in Yugoslavia prior to 1937 » 

Aooording to KARKUL, the Russian Oovernment 
aetually controlled Yugoslavia and has for nany years. 

Ho predloted that there would be an open break between 
!^gos‘lavia and the united States before four or five 
months have passed, and that Yugoslavia will be openly 
on the side of Russ la* He stated that the so-called split 
between Russia and Yugoslavia was a maneuver designed to 
fool the v/eatern Powers so that bher would give aid to 
Yugoslavia* /lOoording to KARKUL, the Yugoslavia people 
hate IT TO, and will throw tUn out if they ever get an 
opportunity, 

KARKUL said that he noticed many Russlan‘''plaln 
olothed Secret Police loitering In various publlo places 
such as restaurants, Hs advised be was able to spot them 
because he had spent a number of years in the Soviet union, 
Aooording to KARKUL, the infomation about TT|U being an 
ppostor can be oonflxnsed by a friend of hio,fDoo tor.^^TTKQ 
A^ALWCH, who lives at the following address i du

Iho bulk of the CPU membership is loyal to the 
Onltad States Covamment, but pro-Gomnunls t delegateB elected 
several of their candidates to the Supreme Board of Directors 
at the Seventh Kstlonal CPU Convention In 19i;7 and ware 
suooessful In electing their entire alate, oomposed of 
CP members and eympathlsers, at the Hli;bth National CPU 
Convention held in Los Angeles, Oalifornla, September 17*2$, 

1951. 

Since the 19$1 Convention, the Supreme Board 
of the CPU. which consists of thirteen members, has split 
into two rlvsl fsotlons. Eleven nf the Supreme Board 
members have joined with MAR TIIUr^QU STC, leader of the pro* 
Comnunist faction# while one mem^rlhas followed the leader* 
ship of V. .K^IIAHDICH. the Supremo President who# since 
the 19$1 Collation# has aligned himself with the anti-

who are anti*Tno and anti-Oominform«
